Von Moltke, former 
German Ambassador to Spain, 
were found by a Red Army Re- 
connaissance Unit during: the 
battle of Berlin. said the broad- 
cast, 

The documents show that 
“Hitler's accomplice Franco not 
only in fact assisted Hitlerite 
Germany in the war against 
the Allies but on February 12, 
1943, formulated a de jure mi- 
itary Mliance with Hitler and 
undertook at an appropriate 
moment to come out against the 
Allied armies. 

“It is clearly evident: from 
these documents that, in fact, 
a military alliance between Hit- 
lerite Germany and Franco 
Sprin existed long before the 
aipnature of the secret mili- 
-tary protocol which only juridi- 
ea'y formulated this alliance,”

Negotiations between Hitler 
and Spanish General Munos 
Grande were conducted on Feb- 

-ruary 13, 1942, said the broad- 
cast, concerning the deliveries of 
German military material to 
Spain ‘for use against the Al- 
lies. 


Arms Promised .. a 


The telegrams quoted in the 
broadcast revealed | that Vitler 
promised arms “not only in suf- 
figient quantities, ‘but of the 
highest qua‘ity” to Spain, © In 
exchange, he asked assurances 
from Spain that she would re- 
sist “every attempt at penetra- 
-tion’ by the Allies or possible 
landings at Tangiers, the Por- 
tuguese coast oY the Spanish 
mainland. 

A telegram from-Ribbentrop 
to Moltke outlined these nego- 
tlations, said the broadcast, add- 
ing that Grande had presented 
Hitler's proposition to Franco. 
On February 9, 1943, Moltke 
sent: Ribbentrop a copy of the 
secret protocol which was sign- 
ed three days later, as shown by 
another telegram from the Ger: 
man Ambasador to his superior,

“They will look 
beyond the high historic content 
and the pomp. and splendour of 
to-day’s ceremonies, secking for a 
deeper and trucr keynote, a 
Phoenix arising from the ashes of 
a dead past. embarking on a new 
adventure, making a fresh start. 
At the moment, we are living in 
.'a sort of shadow-zone between 
peace and war, a critical period in 
the reorganisation of Hong Kong. 
No-one expects the new adminis- 
tration which comes to life this 
morning .to restore the clear light 
of day: within five minutes. What 
is expected is. the carly formula- 
tion uf a positive policy, to be 
guided by men who know where 
they are going and what they are 
trying to achieve. The Colony 
is sufficiently acquainted with the 
personality of the Governor to 
know that whatcyer His Excel- 
lency undertakes will be pursued 
with forceful cnergy and sleep- 
less initiative.

Singapore, Apr, 30.

linquents, ee 

Most of the offenders are 
petty thieves and pickpockets. 
Some are toots for older rac- 
keteers, In many cases the an- 
swer lies in economic inscturity 
~—i lack of the wherewithal for 
life's necessities. In other 
cases, the youths have been cor- 
xupted by the “easy money” of 
Japanese occupation days. 

“The juvenile court, wherever 
possible, avsida sending the 
youthful’ culprits to an institu. 
tion, thaugh in some cases it 
finds poor parents are anxious 
ty» have their sons confined to a 
place where they- car learn a 
profitable: trade. 7 

‘At present, offenders who the 
court. thinks need confinement 
wo to the Salvation Army Boys’ 
Ilome for a period of not more 
than six months. In many cases 
they learn a trade and get out 
in half that time, Soon the 
court hopes to have probation 
officers to guide and train minor 
culprits without recourse to the 
institution. 

Employment .'found by the 
court with ‘some outside assis- 
tance usually removes from the 
criminal ranks the comparative- 
ly few girl offenders, 

To catch the youths before 
they reach o stage requiring 
court attention, one boys' club 
has recently been: opened and 
tivo more are plinned, The pro- 
gramme includes not only phy- 
sien! culture and games, but the 
teaching of tailoring, radio 
servicing and other trades, and 
Mandarin.—Agsociated Presa.
